But 
that any ofthe Nonconformiſts ſuffered at that 
time, wasrare; I will not ſay nonedid, but ir 
was very few, for they found the ſame way for 
themſelves, that the Pope found: for the Pa- 
piſts under Queen Elizabeth, which was, that 
though rtiey did Conform to the Church ol 
Ezgland in outward appearance, yet tliey 
ſhould kzep their Hearts fixed on him, and the 
Catholick Church, which was the exaCt pra- 
Ctice of our Conforming Nonconformiſts ; 
'Thus Papiſts, and ſuch Noncons, agree upon 
one andthe ſame way to diſlemble with God ©

firſt could furniſh themſelves with Tools to 
Blow up the King and Parliament, and the 
latter to Murder their King ; Remember Rye- 
houſe.

his unheard of Impudence in bringing it a- 
gainſt them, and that for ſeveral Years too, 
though when and what Years, there's not one

And for Briſtol, the place he ſo often with 
Indignation mentions , it is Notorious , that 
when the Men and Women that conſtituted 
the Meetings, were taken up, and commit- 
ted to Priſon, the very Children, by their 
conſtant Attendance at the uſual times and 
place, kept up the Meeting, till they allo were 
ſeat away with the reſt, until the very Floors 
of the Priſon, Tables and Hammocks were ſo 
full,. that it was ſcarce poſſible to croud itiany 
more, unleſsthey ſhould ſtow them one upon 
another: At which time there was ſcarce a 
Presbyterian to be found, that had Religion e- 
nough to think it worth Suffering for : Nay, 


| io far were they from it, that they were 


frighted out of the very Profeffion, into a 
Conformity to that, which they eſtcemed lit-

tle better, fome time before, than 1dolatry; and 
in that Converted State they continued till K, 
Fames his Tolecration awakened them ; for 
which Favour, by their Addrefles to him, they 
Mortgaged their Lives and Fortunes. Nay, 
ſo ſtedfaſt were the Quakers to what they pro- 
feſt, that when by the great Heat and Fary 
that poſſeſt ſome Men, ( who ſince, I hope, 
have ſcen the Evil of ſuch. violent practices ) | 
there were Diſtreſſes of great Value made on 
them, and had their Meeting-houſe rifled and 
ſhur up againſt chem, they continued their u-' 
ſyal gathering at the Door, and from thence: 
were haſed away to Priſon, till Bridewel as 
well as Newgate, was filfd with them, and 
yet even then they defiſted not from their ac- 

\ Cuftomed Service ſor the Worſhip of God, 
though by the violence of the Keepers, they 

* often ſuffered great Abules for it. Let him 
therefore prove that, inſtead of omitting pub- 
lick Duties for many Years together, there 
was Omiſhon 1n any part of Exg/azd, when 
their Perſons were at liberty from Priſon to 
meet; and till he does this, he muſt ſtand 
Charged 2s an Impoſtor himſelf, and - by his 
own free Ele&ton aſſumes the "Titles of the 
Gzeateft Defamer upon Earth, a Perſe-

For as the Lord by-his Grace called us to: be- 
| [lieve, ſo alſo were we enabled to ſuffer for his 
Name and the Goſpels fake, and of our Faith- 
fulneſ6 herein, we have (by the Goodneſs of 
od who hath helped us) given ſafficient de- 
monftration. 
But the Devil commonly deſtroys his own 
ork at laſt, by ſome Folly or Lies, he plun- 
zes his Vaſſals into, as is evident in the envious 
hut falſe Information, this Man gives. of Law- 
ence S'ee!'s deſerting the Publick Worſhip of 
od, after his Relcaſment from Priſon, which 
hough true in a Senſe, yet is notorioully falſe 
nd wicked in him, for this reaſon; viz. That 
hough he never frequented Meetings after ; 
et it was not either through Fear or Policy, 
ut only becauſc of his great Indiſpolition and 
ability of Body ( through a Complication 
f Diſeaſes ) that attended him ſome time be- 
pre his Releaſment out of Priſon, and after- 
ards continued and encreaſed upon him to 
be terminating of-his Days : So that it was 
dt want of W ill, but Ability of Body, that

| kept himfrom it. And as for E.S. who he 
faith, With one more, were the only Perſons 
that held out, is as falle as the former, E. S. 
not being reſident in Briftol ( but was ſeveral 
Miles from it) nor ia avy wile belonging to it, 
but xzather a Stranger in that reſpe&t. And 
that want but ſhe and D. D. kept to the Princi- 
ples of the Quakers, is as true as his alledging, 
that on-private Conference with R. /. con- 
cerning the deviation ofthe Quakers from their 
Principles, R./. ſhould tell him, That they 
had nowichanged their Minds, which R.V. ſo- 
lemnly declares is a great Lie ; for as he had

he lived at Bri/to/. 
But allthe ref, he ſays, did the like, except

Beſt Inftruments 4n the World put into the 
Hands ofa Fool, or one of no Capacity, is no 
more to him than thoſe which are worſe, un- 
leſs todo Miſchief-with ; but in the Hand:of 
ai Artiſt, the Work is excellently done. (c) 
Even ſo the Capacity for the right uſe of the 
Scripture, is the Qualification of the Spirit, 
without which the Scripture 1s not of that ad 
vantage, though otherways very excellent in 
it 1elf. | 

Now as {ome part of the Scripture is Alle» 
oorically to be underitood, 'as well as ſome 0- 
ther Literally, and ſome both,. as our Adver- 
ſaries confels, ſo ro turn that to an Allegory, 
which is to be underſtood Literally, is equally 
Foolith with raking that Literally, that is to be 
underſtood Allcgorically ; For theright under- 
ſtanding hereof, can there be any better Me- 
thod propoſed, than tor Men tohave recourſe 
to that Spirit from whence it did at firſt flow? 
And in thar Gitt of the Spirit, to wait with 'pa- 
tience until the Matter 1s clearly opened to 
them, and not be haſty co conclude, either

Synods, &c.. but being truly exerciſed in the 


Gift of the Spirit, in Waiting, and Attention 
on it, as well as Prayer and Supplication, it's 
moſt certain the Matter will be cleared up, 
and the Doubts reſolved, as it ſhall conduce 
totheir Spiritual Advantage. 

In ſbort, it's not ſo much about plazx Scrip- 
ture Authority we differ, but about the Au» 
thority of thoſe Councils, Synods, and Aﬀem- 
blies of Divines ( ſo called ) that have under- 
taken to Expound Scriptures, and Decree Ar- 
ticles of Faith. For all our Confeſſions of 
Faith, and Acknowledgment to the Truth of 
Chriſtianity, in plaiz Scripture Terms, is little 
with them, but Cant, unleſs it be in the Terms 
of the ſeveral Councils, or Weftminfter Di- 
vines, &c. and yet they are the People that. 
cry up the Scripture for their Rule, though 
they make it a tacer Noſe of Wax to turn to 
every thing, that either Humour or Intereſt 
trumps up: Thus one Council hath Contra- 
dited what the other hath Determined. 

And another thing, in which *tis common 
for theſe People to Abuſe and Belie us in, is a- 
bout our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, which this Adver- 
ſary faith, (page 80.) That he was the Anoint- 
ings of God, and when Dead, his Body turned to 
Duft, and that aftermards the ſame Anointings 


were in others, But who or when any Quaker 
| {aid 
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ſaid ſo, he mentions not a word ; and itt Ariz 


ſwer to it, I ſay, he would have as truly re- 
preſented the Presbyterians,as he hath done ths 
Quakers ; If he ſaid of them that they held U- 
niverſal Grace, and that there was never any 
ſuch thing in the World as the Solemn League 
and Covenant, and no ſuch Man as the Biſhop 
of St. Andrews Murthered, or that King Charles 
the Firſt cut off his own Head, or that they ne- 
ver Hanged Men only for being Quakers, or 
that their Brethren in Scoz/and were for Unis 
verſal Liberty, notwithſtanding their Barbari- 
ty to the Epiſcopal Clergy, and their Deſign to 
Excommunicate, the laſt Year, all Perfons that 
ſhould Buy or Sell with, or Entertain a Quaker, 
which had took efte&t, had not the Clemency 
of the King interpoſed to break their Miſchies 
vous Defigns. I ſay, as the Matters and 
Things abovementioned lye, are as true the 
one as the other, ſo I Charge him for a Notg« 
rious /mpoſtor, thus to abute and deceive his 
Reader ; and under the {pecious pretences of: 
ſpeaking Truth, to vent ſuch apparent Falſ- 
hoods: |

rymw affirms, and put him upon the proof,

(7) 
That I may know him, and the Power of his Re- 
ſurrettion, and the Fellowſhip of his Suferings, | 
being made conformable unto: his Death. (() 
With many more ; all which we as truly and 
as faithfully Believe, as any Proceſtants what- 
ever; and he muſt have a ,Face. of Braſs that 
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' 'will ſay,the Quakers either deny or undervalue 


any part of it. And for the Trinity, (as he calls 
it } weas much believe it, as the Scripture de- 
Clares 1t,viz. For there are T hree that bare Record 


 #n Heaven, the Father, the Word, and the Holy 


Ghoſt : and theſe Three are One. And there are 
Three that bare witneſs in Earth, the Spirit, and 
the Water, and the Blood : 4nd theſe Three agree 
in Ons. (t) And as for the Body of Chriſt 
turning to Duff, is lo great an untruth, that 
he mult ſet up -for the Trade of Lying, that 
attempts a greater; for the Quakers Belicve 
according to the As of the Apoſtles, which 
ſaith, Te Men of Galilee, why ſtand ye gazing 
up into Heaven ? this ſame Jeſus which « taken 
#p from you into Heaven, ſhall ſs come, in like 
manner as ye have ſeen him 20 into Heav'n. (s«) 

Again, He ſecing this before, ſpake of the Re- 
ſurrettion of Chriſt, that his Soul was not left 
in Hell, neither his Fleſh did ſee Corruption, 
This Jeſus hath God raiſed up, whereof we «ll are 
Witneſſes. Therefore being by the Rigi't Hand 
of God exalted, and having received of the Fa- 
ther the Promiſe of the Holy Ghoſt, he hath jhed 
forth this, which ye now ſee and hear. For Da- 
vid is not aſcended into the Heavens, but he ſaith 
himſelf, The Lord ſaid unto my Lord, Sit thou 
032 my Right Hand, until I make thy Foes thy 
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Footflool. Therefore let all the Houſe of Tſrael 
know aſſured!y, that God hath mad that [ame Fe-

Now as to Prayer in Families, and alone, 
as well as 1a-publick Meetings, this 1s the 
known praCtice of the People called Quakers ;

he infers, though very unjyſtly, that che Qua» 
kers dec/ize ir, We do lay, if Men pray, they 
ought to pray with the Spirit, and with an 
Underſtanding alſo, and therefore we ſay, all 
are toattend the Spirits time, in order to help 
them 19 the production of what it hath con» 
ceived ; and tis certain, that they who are | 
Intent hereon, ſhall not find themſelves at a 
loſs for want of the Spirit to enable them, when 
the Circumſtance of Time and Place calls for 
it; yet at All times Men are to have their 
Hearts ſet on God, and to meditate on his 
Law ; but they arc not always obliged to a Vo» 
-£al Prayer, nor doth God expe it, though 
ſomes» 
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ſometimes he do, that they may ſanCtifie his 
Name by a Vocal Prayer, as well in a private 
Family as a publick Meeting, and this the 
Quakers own and practice, therefore he is a De- 
famer, Perſecutor, and Impoſtor for infinuating 
the contrary. 

In Page 51. Our Adverſary is very Abuſive, 
touching our belicfof a Chriſt within / which 
he falliy puts ) in oppoſition to a Chriſt with- 
out, ſaying, 1his Word outward is in great Con- 
tempt with them ; but how this word Outward 
is ſo contemptible with them, he has not al- 
ſigned ; That weare Contemners of the out- 
ward Scripture, is falſe from what is ſaid be- 
fore : That weare Contemners of Chriſt, v:z. 
he that was Cracified, is as falle ; for we are 
well affured, that by the Offering up of him- 
ſelf upon the Croſs, he became a Propitutory 
Sacrifice for the Sins of the whole World, and 
by vertue of his Blood comes Remiſhon of 
Sins; and yet this Remiſſon is no otherwiſe 
to be Experienced than by Mens Repentance,

7,8, 9. This is the Son of Rightcouſneſs, this 
isthe Lamb of God, this is the Baptizer with 
Holy Ghoſt and Fire, who when he comes 
( the Leſſer, the Witneſs, the Forerunner”) 
the Baptizer with Water mult giveplace too. 
As when the Sun appears in our Horizon, the 
Moon's light is ſo overcome, that we have no 
Advantage by it,..by reaſon of the more tran- 
- cending Light of the Sun; ſo that it's very 
evident, John and Chriſt's Miniftry and Bape ! 
tiſms were as much two diſtin Miniſtrations,

as this Adyerfary with Malice andi Envy a- 


gainſt ps, to Reproach the Holy Spirit of God, 


through the Deluſions of ſome few Perſons. | 
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T ſhall now take notice of ſome more of his 
Stories, and that is in page 26, of one Peregrine 
Dalſton endeavouring to ſwallow his Bed- 
ſheet, and Choaking himſelf ; and of another 
at Durham, that pretended he came to Hobſan's 
Houſe by Revelation,&c. And page 27. of a Wo- 
man that Renounced her Husband, and calÞd bim 
Dog, Devil, 8c. and that fhe pretended tobe a Mo» 
ther to 4 Second Seviowr, How unjuſt is this 
Libeller to upbraid Senſible Men with A&ions 
of Mad People ? But whether ever there were 
any ſuch Perſons in the World, as theſe he here 
mentions, is a queſtion ; and *tis another, if ever 
any ſuch thing was either done or {aid ? And a- 
nother, Whether theſe Peoplecif the two firſt be 

ranted) were reputed Quakers ? For his ſayi 

bo will go but a little way with the Imparti 
fnce Lying and Abufing is his PraQtice, as I 
ſhall ſhew in its place ; but ſuppoſing all this 
to be true, when or where did he eyer hear 
the Quakers give any Credit, or ſhew Counte- 
nance to ſuch things ?

Ht, that our Liberties might be, by a Legal 
Power, #r-ightned : But Bleſſed be the Merci- 
ful God, who hath hitherto helped us by his 
Grace and good Spirit ; that though our Ad- 
t verſaries hath not forborn, but with open 
Mouth -hath ſpoken ail manner of Evil of us, 
yet it is fa/ſy; and we know it to be for the 
take of our Lord Jefus Chrilt, in whom we 
ave believed.
